WRONGED HUSBAND 


NEAR WATERLOO, ILL.,

WATERLOO, Ill., Nov. 17.—A coroner's 
jury with Kentucky sentiments of chivalry 
decided that the killing of Theodore 
Youngebloed by Anton Durrer, near the 
village of Harrisonville, yesterday, was jus- 
tifiable and Durrer was not held. 
Self-defense was ostensibly the reason 
for rendering such a verdigt. Home-de- 
fense undoubtedly was the real reason. It 
is said in the American Bottoms, where 
all parties to the tragedy have lived for 
many years, that no jury could have been 
found that would have held urrer. even

Capt. Garnett tonight refused to deny or 
confirm the report that Bell had made a 
“confession” to him. He said that if a con- 
fession had been wrung from the prisoner 
it should have been withhe!d from the nub- 
lic press, and he saw no reason for preju- 
dicing the case in advance of the trial. 

The captain positively refused, as did the 
chief of — to Ye out ay particulars 
of the alleged confession. Evidently some 
official has been too previous and now re- 
grets that secrets were divulged at a too 
early stage of the deplorable affair. 

Insurance detectives are in town tonight, 
and it is said that they are bent upon 
holding the rich New York physician re- 
sponsible for damages for all fires that 
have taken place here for a long time, in- 
eluding the colossal losses of the William 
Storrs villa ($800,000), early In the season, 
and the destruction of the icehouses at 
Lily Pond.

REGISTER FOR NEXT SPRING 


Voters Who Have Moved Since Novem- 
ber Must Register Again If They 
Wish to Vote. 


Registration of voters for the mayoralty 
election next spring has commenced in the 
office of the Board of.Election Commission- 
ers at the City Halil. 

All voters who have moved since Nov. 6 
from the precincts in which they voted on 
that date, or who may make such a change 
of residence before next April, will be 
obliged to register again if they wish to 
vote at that time. 

Persons who had not resided in the state 
long enough to vote at the presidential elec- 
tion, but who will have lived here one year 
by April 2 next, will be qualified to vote at 
the city election on that date. 

One year’s residence in state, 60 days in 
the city and 20 days in the precinct is tne 
requirement for voters at all elections, mu- 
nicipal as well as state and national.

FIREMEN. HURT 
IN A RUNAWAY 


Dragged 300 Feet by aFright- 
ened Horse. 


HURLED OVER BUGGY TOP 


TO REINS. 


Fireman William J. Burns Thrown on 
a Pile of Macadam and Both 
Men Had a Marvelous 
Escape. 


Assistant Fire Chief Harry Bridge and 
Fireman William J. Burns of Engine Com- 
pany No. 12 narrowly escaped death in an 
accident that befell them late Friday night 
while on their way to a fire at Fourteenth 
street and Lucas avenue. 

Though neither was serious!y hurt the ex- 
perience has made them suddenly older. 


They were at the engine house on Sev- 
enth, between Morgan street and Franklin 
avenue, when the alarm struck. With the 
stroke of the gong they jumped into the 
chief's buggy and started west on Morgan 
street at a high rate of speed. 

In front of 1015 Morgan the street is ob- 


structed with a huge pile of macadam. 
There was no red signal light to denote the 
‘danger and the gas lamps ‘vere burning 
dimly. The firemen could see but a few feet 
ahead. 

As the horse dashed through the mac- 
adam it stumbled and the buggy was thrown 
to one side. 

Hurled Over 
the Buggy Top. 

Seemingly terrified the animal plunged 
forward and Burns was hurled over the top 
of the vehicle. His companion. who was 
driving, fell forward over the dashboard, 


but still clung to the reins. 
Burns had but a slight hold, and as the 


horse darted away his grip weakened. He 
kept his wits, and Bridge, who was strug- 
gling with all the power at his command 
to stop the horse, kept a cool head. But 
with each effort to draw in the reins the 
fury of the animal increased and the con- 


test became more desperate. 

Both men have risked their lives at fires; 
they had been in the jaws or death before 
and had smiled triumphantly, but Friday 


night's trial thrilled their hearts with ter- 
ror. 
For a distance of 300 feet their lives hung 
in the balance. 

Pluck conqueerd. Bridge was leaning al- 


most over the horse's back when he suc- 
ceeded in oringing him to a full stop. 

A few feet behind Burns was lying pros- 

trate in the street. He was unable to hold 
on the buggy longer and dropped to the 
ground. 
His head was severely bruised and his 
right arm sprained. He was taken to the 
City Dispensary and then to his home, 1109 
South Tenth street.

NICHOLAS KLESNER CUT A HOLE 
IN HIS THROAT. 


)'T LET HIS LIFE OUT AS WELL 


Declared That He Did Not Want to 
Commit Suicide, but That He 
Wanted to Breathe and Could 

Not Because of the 
Asthma.

WATERLOO, Itl., Nov. 17.—Nicholas 
Klesner, 81 years old, one of the best known 
German residents of Waterloo, was the 
subject of a coroner's inquest today. 

The verdict was suicide, but the old man 
declared before he died that he had merely 
cut a hole in his throat to enable him to 
breathe more freely, being choked with 
asthma. 

Yesterday morning Klesner cut his throat 
and died two hours later. For severa' 


years he had been suffering from asthma 
He was a tinker, handy at all sorts of 
jobs. People regarded him as an inventive 
genius and as a wit. He was always ready 
to joke. 

Perhaps his last words were in the nature 
of a grim jest. for he told his wife, who 
is 84 years old, a few minutes before he 
bled to death: 

“I didn't try to kill myself; you know I

FATHER OF SEVEN CHILDREN 


Finding Himself Locked Out of His 
Home He Thought to End It All 
by Suicide, but He Failed. 


Mathew Bell, aged 45, a carpenter, resid- 
ing at’ 3425 Missourl avenue, borrowed a 
glass from his neighbor, Mrs. Henry 
Baughmann, Friday night and in her pres- 
ence filled it with laudanum, which he 


drank. 

Until Bell fell to the floor unconscious 
Mrs. Baughmann did not know what he had 
taken. Finding a bottle labeled laudanum 
at his side, she summoned assistance and 
had Bell removed to the City Hospital in 
an ambulance. 

“I have been out of work for some time 
and have not been able to properly provide 
for my wife and children,”’’ said Bell to the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday morning. “I be- 
came despondent when my wife insisted 
that I give her money and I had none to 


give. 

“When I went home Friday afternoon 
and found that my wife was not at home 
and I was locked out of the house, I de- 
cided it was a good time to end my earthly 
troubles. Il got 10 cents’ worth of lauda- 
num, borrowed a glass from Mrs. Baugh- 
mann, who lives in the flat above the one 
in which I live, and pouring the laudanum 
into it drank the poison. 

“T am sorry I did not succeed. But I 
shall not try it again. I will leave St. 
Louls when they release me from the hos- 
pital.’’ 

Bell is the father of seven children. He 
and his wife are the same age. 


FIRST BIG CITY HE EVER SAW. 


Illinois Man Marvels at the Vastness 
of East St. Louis. 

J. H. Seaman, aged 45 years, of Gays, 
Coles County, Illinois, who visited the East 
St. Louis police station Saturday morning 
to get his boy, who had run away from 
home Thursday, said to the sergeant:

Remarkable Record of Capt. Christ- 
offers of the Trave. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Captain Henry 
Christoffers, commander of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Trave, has sailed his 
last voyage. Yesterday he completed his 
200th round trip, or 400 voyages, and will 
leave the service of the company. 

“T Qave been forty-seven years at sea,” 
said Captain Christoffers. ‘“These 400 voy- 
ages I’ve made since I became captain.
